The Whole World Becoming More 
and More Short-Sighted. 


Color and Expression of the Visual Or- 
gan—Glass Eyes—Interesting Facts 
Concerning the Optics—Talk 

; With a St. Louis Oculist.

Human eves, and particularly the beauti- 
tul eyes of women, have been the subjects ot 
many poems and not a few lov*ly songs in the 
past, as they will probably be in the future, 
unless the persistent application to books 
creates a shortness of sight, which, being trans- 
mitted by inheritance, will soon produce a 
race with a permanent and material change in 
the organ ot vision. 

In that event eye glasses will become univer- 
gal and the opticians will reap a rich harvest 
over a nation’s misfortune. 

There can be no doubt about the fact that 
close application to books, asin study, has a 
tendancy to elongate the eyeball and thereby 
produce what is termed sbort sight or myopia. 

4 his has been conclusively demonstrated by 


the investigations of Dr. Erisnan into the visu- 
eleapacities of more than 4,000 school chil. 
dien at St. Petersburg; by the #Ilmost equally 
comprehensive data collected by Dr. Conrad in 
Konigsberg, «nd by the analogous inquiries of 
Cohn, Reuss, Pfleuger and otners. The results 
reached by them have been contirmed by them 
in principle, if not in detail, by the examina- 
tions lately conducted in the schools of New 
York by Dr. Loring and Dr. Derby, where the 


eyes of some 2,000 students were 
separately and carefully tested —de- 
viations in length equal to one- 


tenth of aline being reckoned as abnormal. 
At the early ave ot six and seven vears the pro- 
portion of normal eves was found to be 87 per 
cent, but this at the age of twentv and twen- 
ty- one had sunk to 61 percent. On the other 
hand, 
MYOPIA, 
from characterizing only 3', percent otthe 
eves scrutinized inthe sixth and seventh 
vear, rose inthe oldest scholars to 26.78 per 
cent, showing an increase during the 1 
n St. 
Petersburg the proportion ot near-sightedness 
Advanced from 13.6 to 43.3 per cent, at Vienna 
from 23 to 60, while in Konigsberg occurred a 
stillanore striking augment from il percent 
in the voungest to 62 in the oldest students. 
To give such.information oan this vital su%ject 
as would prove of general interest to the pub 
lic, a reporter for the Post-DISPATCH visited 
Dr. C. Michel, a gentleman who devotes his 
entire time and attention to diseases of- the 
eve. Dr. Michel stated that close application 
et the eyes at short distances, as in study, 
‘would create an acquired myopia or = near- 
sighteduess. All use of the eyes 
at . ort distances, as reading. produce | 
a muscular contraction or tension, Which, it 
long continued, would elongate the globe ot 
thut organ and produce disease or short- 
tighbtedness. This would more probably result 
during youth than inthe more advanced years, 


although the-eye was more perfect in youth 
than during. any Other period of life. 
Hie gave it as his opinion that any 


long continued acquired condition of the eves, 
although not congenital, could be transmitted 
by inheritance, and thought that such would 
generally be the result. He instanced the tact 
that there were more short-sighted people to- 
day than there had been inthe past, and 
thought it due to the hereditary effect of ae- 
quired myopia. 

This view is also taken by such distinguished 
oculists as Jaeger, Stellwag and Donders, who 
have pronounced the predisposition to short 
15 ulmost invariably congenital and heredi- 
tary. 


DR. LORING, OF NEW YORK, 
differs from this conclusion and fads the evi- 
dence ot direct transmission decidedly detec- 
tive, and, considering the admirable pertec- 
tion of the normal organ as it now exists, he 
thinks there is a tendency. proportionately 
strong to revert to the right standard in case ot 
accidental modification. Uniess a marked 
change in the conditions of «existence had taken 
place, he finds that hereditury bias toward 
myopic variation would be outweighed and 
neutralized by the ineffaceable pronencss to 
reproduce the far-sighted type perfected in the 
remote past, and maintained no doubt for im- 
mens periods of time. 

Dr. Lonng does not hesitate to avow his 
opinion that it Germany is to be taken for a 
model, andifevery other, nation desirous of 
intellectual progress must copy her education- 
almethods, then not only the so-called culti- 
vated classes, but the world at large, wilt in 
tithe become near-sighted., 

It wili be remembered that some time ago it 
mus announced that some notel chemist ot 


Fiance hud lately discovered a compound 
Which would change the color ot the 
eyes, without injuring them inthe least. Blue 


eyes could be transformed into black; and, in 
ct, anz change inthe coloring matter of toe 
eve whieh was desired could be effected. When 
intormed of this reported fact, Dr. Michel stat- 
ed that he did not consider it possible to effect 
A CHANGE IN THE COLORING MATTER 
without doing great damage to the organ it- 
seit, Hestated the coloring of the eve was due 
to the pigment which was an integral portion 
ot the eye. It that integral portion wes 
changed or destroyeu, disesse of some sort 
would inevitubly follow. He gave it as his 
idea of the color oftheeye tiatit was all due 
to the black pigment which was the substance 
ofallcolor, the differencein color being due 
to the different tissues that covered that pig- 
ment or coloring matter., There being no pig- 
ment seen in the Albinos, their eyes were light. 
When but a small amount was visible, the 
eyes were suid to be blue. If present in larger 


proportions, the organ of vision was called 
yrown or black, according to wore or less ot 


the coloring matter. : 

_ The light-colored eves are usually considered 
more susceptible to light than those ot a 
darker hue and are more liable to be affected. 
although the darker-colored organs are quite 
as sensitive. Blue eves and eyes with blue- 
ish tints are the most generally affected in this 
country, because that color and its varieties 
constitute the most, universal color of the eyes 
of natives ot America. 

Whiie still on the subject of color it might be 
well to mention in this connection that the two 
greatest Germans of the present century, 
Goethe and Stein, looked out upon the world 
thiough browneyes. Experts have given out 
the fact thatthe most mischievous eyes in wo- 
nien are brown, thoughit must be e#onfessed 
their eyes are all powerful, whatever-mnay . 
chanceto be their hue. Itis stated that Beeky 
Sharp had green eves, and if such was the fact 
her execution with them can be more readily 
accounted for. Velvetv violet eyes ure very at- 
tractive, but it is saidthey do not wear well 
and cannot stand being bathed 
in tears. A woman who has that peculiar tint 
to her visual organ should never crv, and 
should not be allqwedto laugh so heartily as 
to cause the tears to flow. Yellow eyes are 
vory scarce, and are more numerous among 
nen than women. 

BLUE EYES i 
are always cap€ivating, and their peculiar ex- 
pressionis thus described in one of Cooper's 
novels: 

One veculiar charm was common to beth; 
and it is a charm, though the strongest in- 
stance of itlever sawin my life wasin Italy, 
that may be said to belong almost exglusively 
tothe Anglo-Saxon race; I mean that exnres- 
sion of the countenance which so-eminently 
betokexs feminine purity and teminine tender 
ness united—the look which artists fove to im- 
Pult tothe facesof angels. Each of the girls 
bad much of this; and I suppose it was princi- 
pally owing tetheir heavenly blue eyes. I 
doubt if auy woman with black om lazel eyes, 
notwithstanding all the brilliancy of their 
beauty, ever possessed this charm inthe high- 
er degree... 

The theory has been advanced that, in itself, 
the eye is nothing, and that whichis generally 
termed its expressionis due, not to the eve, 
but to its surrounding or setting. Hawthorne 
explains . 

. THIS SURROUNDING OF THE EYE. 
in bis Italian Note- Books, wherein he gives 
a conversation with Powers, the sculptor: ~° 

„Speaking of human eves, he observed that 
they did not depend for their expression upon 
color, nor upon anything but the form and ac- 
tion of the surrounding muscles. Ile illustrat- 
ed it by saying that it the eye of a wolf, or 
could be placed in 
another setting, it would be tound capable ot 
the utmost gentleness ot cx, pression. ‘You 
yourself,’ said he, ‘have a very bright and 
sharp look sometimes; butitis notin the eye 
en.“ > 

Dr. Michel considered the eye as having cx. 
pression independent of its surrounding, al- 
though he considered that the eye-vrows and 
muscles of the face, greatly incréased that ex- 
pression. He thought that the useof bella 
donna, as employed by some ladies,dilated the 
pupil of the eye, and thereby was said to add 
to its beauty and expression. 

In concluding, Dr. Michel thought that the 
children in the various schools should be in- 
Structed by their teachers as to the proper 
wrannerin which to use the eye without injur- 
ing it, euch as having the light at the back in 


= 


do much towards preserving the eyes and pre- 
venting myopia. 

The reporter also visited the establishinents 
of Ahe & Hernstein and Blattner & Adams, 
where artificial eves are obtained. 

The information obtaiped was substantially 
as follows | : 

GLASS EYES 

are made rights and lefts, while some are 
termed universals—which cay be used for either 
the right or Jett optic. Great difficulty is some- 
times experienced in fitting the artificial eves, 
as the lids, with which the eye is held in piace, 
become so contracted after the removal! of the 
naturaleye, that it requires several trials be- 
fore the eye will remainin place. There seems 
to be more of a demand for blue eyes than any 
other color. The color least called for is hazel 
witha pinkish tint. These artificial eyes are 
manufactured in France, Germany and in the 
United States, ard range in price trom S6 up 
to $40, according to the finish. Thev are made 
ot porceiain and glass, and,-in order to with- 
stand the changes in weather, must ve well an- 
nealed, or they will snap the first cold speil. 

These eyes are made of »lmost every conceiv- 


uble color, slthoughthe greater portion of 
them are what is termed bluish tints. They 


are made of n great number ot different sizes, 
one size differing from another by about one- 
twenty-fourth part of aninch in the measure- 
ment ot the diameter. A large assortment 
is obliged to be curried in order to supply 
the demand. and this stock 
hundrea varieties of different 
sizes.

How the Dissecting Rooms of the Vari- 
ous Medical Colleges Are Supplied.

A Reportorial Tour—The Medical Stu- 
dents at Their Work—Names of 
This Week’s Subjects.

If there is one thing that the average ana- 
tomical demonstrator hates it is a newspaper 
man. Journalism and physiological research 
mix afterthe fashion of oil and water, and 
hence it is no special wonder that the PosT- 
DISPATCH reporter who started out recently on 
a tour ot the dissecting rooms otSt. Louis very 
soon found it an advisable scheme to shield his 
journalistic propensities under a devotion to 
art, and travel es on economical young paint- 
erin search of surface anatomy at low rates. 

In some of the colleges, even then, he could 
not penetrate to the mysteries within, but in 
others he wasmore fortunate. The medical 
students are extremely jealous of outsiders. 
They are not at all partial to inspection while 
at their horrible, if necessary, work, and this 
fact, combined withthe sensitiveness of the 


professors, makes access to the _ dissecting 
room most difficult. That it 
was accomw plished at alii* wt due 


to the kindness of a young gentleman who was 
good enough to introduce the alleged artist in- 
tothe sanctuxry of science at the St. Louis 
Medical College. 

The dissecting room has been written up so 
otten, endso tiuthfully, that any mere descrip- 


tion of the scenes at each of the ghastly tables 


would here be out of place. 

The anutomical rooms are situated in an up- 
per story ot the building, and one passes 
througb several distinctly medical looking am 


phitheaters on the route. Everything is 
dusty and grimy and dark, the slate- 
colored benches being in gloomy harmony 


with the shadows all around. Mysterious glass 
cases and hervy cabinets line the walls of some 
of the apartimen’s,fuil to overflowing otjcurious 
treasures, malformations and monstrosities 
thathave acorned various specimens of ha- 
munity ontheir paintul journey trou the cradle 
to the grave. 

GREAT WENS AND WARTS, 
looking like nothing but the bo ls on oak trees 
ure there, and curious, many-roo'ed cuncers 
have also found an atcoholie imimortul- 
itv in wice-mouthed jars. Siu 
gular malformations of bones, sbnormil 
livers, stomuchic eccentricities, all tind here 
their natural place, and not alone parts Unt 
whole diminutive bodies are libeiedgind cata- 
logued in this pbysiological museum. Im- 
mense skeletons, looking thinner and bonier 
than one would think these sketchy carica- 
tures of bumanity could by any possibility ap- 
pear, rattled their wire articulations as the 
passing footstep feli on the creaking floor.

Jurning typhus to an abandoned and dreadful 
death, with the sorry consolation in his last 
moments that more. good woutd probably be 
done with his body afer his dissolution than he 
had done with it in his lifetime.

ficial Butter feats Assumed.

Health Commissioner Francis’ Views— 


The Law on the Subject—Oleomar- 
garine Sold In Quantities. 


The cities of the East have for several week 


been in ahigh state of excitement over the 
esposure in Buffalo of the proportions thatthe 
oleomargarine or artificial butter business has 
assumed. In that one city alone it seems that 


over four thousand barrels of the stuff is made 
Caily. Oleomargarine is a legitimate commer- 
cial commodity and is presumably made from 
the fat of cattle, kidney fat, and ‘‘puddings,’’ 
as the butchers call it. 


As a fact all sorts of 


refuse grease frequently enter 


into the composition of the mass, and the 
guilcless boarder at Mrs. Jirriper's, or patron 
Ot the cheap restaurant, is called upon to eat 
this oleaginous confidence game without any 
real knowledge of its nature. Artificial butter 
is generally sept very cold and handed out in 
patties. The stuff will not stand melting, toc 
then the fraud is plainly apparent. A great 
quantity of this stuff is used daily in St. Louis, 
und «a factory for the nanufacture of this so- 
called patent butter is in operation. 
The . proprietor buys tuilow, kidney fat 
and puddings, for which he pays four cents 
per pound. It rapidly develops into oleomar- 
eurine for the trade und pure creamery butter 
for the people. 
A Post-D1sSPATCH reporter called upon 
HKaLTH COMMISSLONER FRANCIS | 

this morning und asked him whether he was 
aware thata great deal of adulterated and 
wholly fictitious butter was being palmed off 


onthe peopie of St. Louis as genuine, Mr, 
Francis said that he was sure that such is the 


cuse, but that heis poweriess to interferein 
the matter. The Municipal Assembly las re- 
fused to sustain tue Hlealth De- 
paurtinent by passing an ordinance 
touching generally upon adulteration of tood 
und drink. Even with an ordinance the de- 
partment would be almost unubl: to make con- 
victions without the aid of a city chemist. In 
ante scheme aud charter days, the city main- 
tained such an official, whosci-ntitically exam- 
ined all suspected nents, niikor butter. Some 
oI the discoveries made by him in the exami- 
nation of artificiul Butter were astounding and 
ot a nature to give the melisses trade a 
boom by matelially reducing the consumption 
of butter. 

The only.circumstance under 
health department can proceed against this 
fraudulent stuft is when a quantity ot it be- 
comes so offensive tothe sinell as to be de- 
clared a pubhe nuisance. Then it is abated un- 
der the same process shatis applied te a filthy 
sewer.

Birds From Every Clime. 
From the New York Evening Post. 

The canary birds bred in Germany not only 
possess naturally a song of fine quality, but 
quickly learn new ones, as well as the tricks 
Which fanciers delight in. This is said tobe 
true especially of the Hartz Mountain canaries. 
Those bred inthe village of St. Andreasberg, 
where great care is exercised in the mating of 
choice specimens only, commanded attention 
by the compass of the notes acquired. As soon 
as they are old enough to be taken from the 
nest their songs are cultivated and 
multiplied in number by keeping them in a 
room witha nightingale or other songster, 
whose song they learn to imitate. 

The bullfineh is a bird which has no natural 


song, but is gifted with the ability of imitat- 


ing with some accuracy, in a sweet, flute tone, 
anv air repeatedly whistled in its hearing. It 
is a great favorite among collectors of birds. 
Its training begins as soon as the bird is’ 
taken from the nest. The tune it is desired 
to imitate is whistied or played on some in- 
strument by the trainer several times during 
each day until it learns to pipe the same. 

Notable among talking birds is the African 
parrot, with ashen gray body, black bill, white 
face and scarlet tail. At Mr. George H. Hol- 
den’s, in Sixth avenue, there is an excellent 
talker of this breed, which also possesses odd 
tricks of barking whistling and sing- 
ing. The Mino bird, a native of Calcutta, is 
— numbered with other attractive talking 
birds. 

Birds in favor just now as pets and house- 
hold ornaments are the numerous family of 
inches, which are usually collected fin one 


immense cage, ferming an aviary of from 
twenty to thirty birds. ‘To Africa, Asia, 
Australia and Japan we gre indebted for 
these little creatures commonly known 
under the names of African tinches 
and Japanese nuns. These birds seem 
to be thoroughly happy in each 


other’s society and incline to sit in rows pack- 
ed closely together, their plumage of various 


hues forming a rainbow effect. Included in

6,000 francs. Mlle. Sarah Felix appears 
to have been aware of the donation, 
for under the same date she wrote and signed 
a declaration in whieh she took the solemn en-, 
Cagement to consider the legacy as a deposit 
only, and promised at her death to leave the 
property to her two nephews, Alexander 
Walewski and Gabriel Felix, naturgl sons of 
Mile.

The Place tor the Wheels. 
sp. Lours, December, 187%. 
Tothe EF &Mtor of the Post-Dispatch: 

The Marine Journai says: ‘tit isthe opinion 
of old boat bnilgers that greater speed could 
be obtained from steamboats if the wheels were 
setexactly inthe center, and the position of 
the engines rever-ed, that is, the face of the 
eviinders pointing eft, working the pitinans aft 
of the wheelhouse instead of forward, as is the 
custom now with sidewheelers. By building 
the wheels exnetiyv inthe center the hull fore 
and aft could be equally modeled, and by re- 
versing the position of the engines greater 
power conid be obtained. Eventunily, web 
lieve that steamers willbe builtin that manner 
on Western rivers.’’ 

A writer in the Marine Journal urges the 
wheels being placed midship on Sie- weg! 
boats, as amenns of inercasing their speed. 
This is erroneous. I havetested this by placing 
the wheels on a small boat, near her bow, then 
midship, lastly near the stern. The same num- 
ber of revolutions propelled much further aft, 
than micship or forward. In early steamboat- 
ing, the wheels were nearly midship,to give all 
the cabin room possible, the main cabin 
being always below until the first mountaineer 
wae built. Model and the manner in which we 
desire our boats to trim has a great deal to do 
with necessitating the right place for the 
wheels. They and everything else should have 
its proper place, size and dimensi sn. It is one

LIBERTY IN-FRANCE.

7 
The truth is that the French Govern— 
ment is not a real republic. No 


government is a real republic unless it tol- 
erates absolute freedom of press and 
speech. The French Government tolerates 
one and restricts the other when the only 
difference is that one is written and the 
other spoken. If the Marseillaise commit- 
ted a crime by publishing what M. Humbert 
had already said, then M. Humbert com- 
mitted a greater crime in making the 
speech in the first place, and he is the one 
who ought to be punished.

THE UTES MAKE CONDITIONS. 

The Indian news from Los Pinos, Col., 
is interesting. There wag a meeting last 
night between Chief Ouray and several 
other leading Utes and the United States 
Commissioners with a view of settling the 
difficulties growing out of the White River 
massacre. Hatch, of the Commissioners, 
demanded the names of those Indians who 
participated inthe White River massacre, 
and that they be surrendered for trial. 
This demand was met by evasive answers, 
Ouray finally consenting to give them up 
provided they could be tried in Washing- 
‘ton, and not in Colofado. This the Com- 
missioners would not agree to, without 
further instructions, At one time there 
was prospect of an immediate outbreak. 

All the Indians in the room ‘at the time 
jumped to their feet, put their hands on 
their pistols and knives and put themselves 
in a fighting attitude. A timely word, how- 
ever, averted a conflict for the time being.

the Secretary of the Interior, by any force 
of reasoning, has brought himself to be-

Bureau, or he is deluding 


himself by his own impracticable theoriz- 
ing. All who have lived with Indians know 
it to be impossible to dissolve these tribal 
relations. The Indians are more 
firmly bound by their divisions: and sub- 
divisions than a united loving family of the 
white race, for they hold together as it 
were by the tie of a sacred dogma, and 
death is as welcome as separation. Each 
tribe is a constitutional monarchy, with its 
head chief, medicine man, subordinate 
chiefs, and the young men, who are in fact 


the war-making power. Even where 
more tribes than one are liv- 
ing contiguously to each other, 


drawing rations together from the same 
agency, and meeting each other daily, there 
is but little communion between them. 
Each to itself bears a tribal distinctiveness 
and harmonious unity, which no demand of 
Government can dissolve, and which will 
only end by forcible separation or annihila- 
tion. 


THERE is an uncomfortable row in Egypt 
about Cleopatra’s Needle, which stands at 
Alexandria, near the sea coast. This 
archeological object of interest, one of the 
few remaining, was presented to the city 
of New York by Ismail Pasha, who was 
very fond of giving away what did not be- 
long to him; nor was the historic value of 
the obelisk discovered by the people until 


it was thus summarily disposed of. 
Since that time there has been 
a continuous growl among the 


Egyptians at the prospect of losing it, 
and Young Egypt, a local paper, calls on 
the Alexandrians, „if they have any desire 
to transmit a good name to posterity, not 
to let the obelisk be taken away.“ 
Nevertheless the United States frigate En- 
terprise is lying within gun shot of the obe- 
lisk, prepared, we suppose, to blow the 
patriotic back into Alexan- 
dria if should forcibly 
object to its removal. The affair presents 
a decidedly amusing aspect from an Ameri- 
can view, and the probability is that, if the 
late Khedive wanted to run for dog-catcher 
in Alexandria, he would be ignominiously 
rejected by a large majority. Meanwhile, 
New York looks anxiously down the Nar- 
rows for Mrs. Anthony’s needle.

We are reliably informed thatthe Mail Line 
taiked of so long for the Mississippi River, be- 
tween St. Louis and New Orleans, is absolutely 
a bona fide concern, With capital paid up and 
six fast boats contracted for to be ready for 
business by next April. The contractors claim 
thatthe peculiar construction of their boats 
will enable them to carry a profitable cargo on 
a draught of water not exceeding 3'; feet, and 
tomaketheround trip to New Orleans and 
back to St. Louis in ten or twelve days. The 
boats will carry only such light treight as 


consignees desire transported quick- 
ly. The steamers will also be provided with 
superior passenger accommodations, ‘and will 


make two hundred and fifty landings each way 
in the delivery and receipt of mail. The officers 
of the company claim that their boats will run 
all the year round, excepting when embargoed 
by ice; low water will be no obstacle, for, as 
stated previously, the steamers will not draw 
more than three and a half teet with a full car- 
go on board. Light, fast, and, with the mail 
contract as a nucleus upon which to build a 
business, the profitableness and success of the 
enterprise looks encouraging to the stockhold- 
ers. If the line is as complete a success as its 
projectors think it will be, a year will not 
elapse before the Ohio River has a similar linc.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

As I cannot attend the proposed meeting to- 
night to raise ‘‘material aid’’ for the relief of 
the suffering poorin North Ireland, I desire 
through the columns of your valuable paper to 
make a suggestion which Ithink is of some 
practical importance. 

The appeal is made to Irishmen and to all 
nationalities as well,to provide reliet to a large 
class of Irish tenantry who from short crops 
und a bad system oft ‘‘landlordism’’ are threat- 
ened with starvation. This is the ostensible 
purpose ofthe meeting, and I have no doubt 
the appeal will meet with a response character- 
istic of the generous impulses of the people of 
the United States. I expect to assist in dis- 
charging this charitable obligation to the suf: 
fering poor in Ireland. 

The question comes to us at the 
threshold, how can we best accomplish 
the purpose in view? is the raising of a money 
tund simply the best method? Every one 
who gives no doubt will desire that his contri- 
bution shall go where it will do the most good. 

It is bread and meat thatthe suffering poor 
most necd. Then why not do as we did in 
1847-8, send ship loads in government vessels 
of the agricultural products of this country, 


among the needy. Transportation will cost 
nothing, and duties on the other side, of 
course, will be torborne. By this course the 
poor would yet all we give. To send money 
with a view to support agitation, or in the hope 
of changing Irish landlordism (which implics 
parliamentary legislation), in my view 1s simply 
chimerivcal.. Agitation, though of a different 
kind, wastried in the days of O'Connell. It 
has been tried in Lrelani with variations often- 
times since. With what success the world un- 
fortunately knows too well. Barring the ques- 
tion of the right of the people of the United 
States to interfere with a question which in- 
volves local legislation and the property rights 
of the land-holders, 1 find no encouragement 
from the past to put money in the agitation 
venture, 

Coupled with the suggestion that we send our 
charity in material and substantial form, is 
another that we avail ourselves of the oppor- 
tunity to encourage and assist emigrants from 
down-trodden Ireland to tne United States. 
If the statement in their appeal be true, 
the people of Ireland, especially the ten- 
antry, can not desire longer to remain 
under the iron heel of oppression ard wrong. 
Let us help the sufferers to Missouri, where 
they can enjoy the benetitot a good ygovern- 
ment, Obtain good lands and take unto 
themselves all they earn. CHARITY.

This was an action against the defendant as 
a common carrier, forthe value of goods de- 
stroyed, which were delivered to the Star 
Union Line Company at New York, to be deliv- 
ered at st. Louis. 

The question involved was tuat the de- 
fendant, with other roads, composed the Star 
Union Line, and that that line ran its cars over 
the respectfve roads; that these roads were io 


the 1abit of carrying goods delivered 
to the Star Union Line and 
dividing the profits proportionately 


according to certain rates agreed among them- 
scives.On this latter supposition of the contract 
with the Star Union Line, the loss and value ot 
goods having been proved, the Judge ot the 
ae courterred in taking the case trom the 
ury. F 

The testimony, however, for the plaintiff 
tended to showthat the Star Union Line re- 
ceives through freighttoand from St. Louis, 
and ships such freight by Various routes, some- 
times by the St. Louis and Indianidpolis Rail- 
road and sometimes by other roads leading to 
and from this citv. The freight. was sent 
by said Union Star Lineto the Pennsylvaina 
company at Pittsburg, ana by that company 
the different railroads concerned in carrying 
goods between St. Louis and New York are 
paid, this payment being in propurtionto the 
respective ameunts carried. 

There appears to be no testimony to he ef 
fectthat the defendant has any agreement 
with any other roads as to carryinyg.geods over 
a continuous line at any agreed price, nor tnat 
the officers of the Pennsylvania Company at 
Pittsburg are agents of the defendant. 

No evidence of an agreemect in the nature ot 
a partnership was submitted.

HORACE BASSETT AGAINST D. S. TRONS. 

The Court of Appeals in this case affirmed the 
opinion of the court below. The case involves 
a failure to perform a contract by which D. 5. 
Irons bought 250 barrels of mess pork from the 
suid Hlorace Bassett, which was to be delivered 
in St. Louis at seller’s option during the month 
ot March, 1877, the contract being subject to

Exchange, under which the contract was 
made. 


Among the rules of the Merchants Exchange 


reterred to in the contract was one 
stuting that ‘‘on time contracts tor either 


buyer’s or seller's option, the time of deiiv- 
ery shall be before 3 o’clockK p. m. of the day 
of maturity ol contract, or of the dayin which 
notice has been given to deliver or receive: pro- 
vided that in the latter case the buyer or seller 
has had at least three hours’ previous notice, 
When noticeis given after 12 0’clock, the ti:ne 
tor delivery shall be the morning ot tne follow- 
ing day by or before 11 o’clock a. m. 

In all cases of sales of provisions as ‘*stand- 
ard,’’ the inspector shali examine and inspect 
waen called upon and shall decide if the prop? 
erty is up to the standard, and shall issue his 
certilicate. 

The testimony tended to show that on the lst 
of March, 1877, the plaintiffs notifiel defend- 
ant’s agent that they would on that dav tender 
250 barrels of pork in performance of their 
contract. Five barrels were sent in the alter- 
noon to the agent’s piace of bustness for in- 
spection. They were inspected by the inspec- 

tor, who found part of the lot belowthe stand- 

ard. On the next day the Glaintifls requested 
the inspector to inspect another lot at plain- 

tiff’. place ot business. The iusp2ctor prefer- 
red doing so onthe following diy, which was 

assented to by plaintiffs. The lot was tound 

according to the, standard, and was tendered, 

onthethird day, to the defendant's agent, 

who refused it on the ground 

that the tencer Game too late, and should 

have been made before 11 0’clock on the pre- 

ceding day. The detendant indorsed the action 

of hisagent. The Court instructed that upon 

the whole evidence the plaintiff could not re- 

eover,
